THIS IS FROM IOWA. 
And Is So Good That the Headliner Is Fuil 
of Enthusiasm. 

Drs Morves, Ia., November 6.—To The 
Constitution: The democrats of Iowa have 
been jubilantall day, but tonight they are 
fighting mad. 

They are kick'ng themselves and kicking 
each other, not because of what they have 
done, but of what they did not do. 

They have carried the entire state ticket by 
7,000 ma jority. : 

THE VOTE FOR HORACE BOIES 
may exceed that figure, but there is little indi- 
cation that it will fall below. Some of the 
candidates will rnu slightly behind Boies, but 
each thereon is safely and surely elected. 

On December 4th, 1554, Stephen Hempstead 
held the vest of James W. Grimes, at the in- 
auguration of the latter, in the old capitol 
building at Iowa City. Hempstead was the 
last of a line of deinocratic governors, extend- 
ing from the time Iowa was organized as a 
territory, in 1838, to 1854. From the latter 
date the serics of republican successors has 
been unbroken, with the solitary exception of 

- Jast year, when Peter A. Dey, a democrat, was 
elected railroad cominissioner by about 1,000.

WHY THE DEMOCRATS ARE MAD, 

What tle democrats are dissatisfied about is 
that they didn’t capture the legislature. When 
the democrats, several years ago, after the re- 
publicans had espoused the cause of prohi- 
bition, had begun to show signs of robust 
health, threatening the capture of the gov- 
ermorship and the legislature, the republicans 
perpetrated a scheme of gerrymander that 
Would put to shame the most brilliant manipu- 
lators. The democrats regarded the legisla- 
tive contest as simply hopeless, and no special 
effort was made to capture it, or even to make 
gains therein. The returns show a great many 
close districts which could have been captured,

In the cities large gains were made upon the 
prohibition question. Cedar Rapids, Dubuque 
and Sioux City show democratic gains of over 
1,000 each. In Keokuk, Burlington, Daven- 
port, Clinton, DesMoines and Council Bluffs 
the gains are almost as great. In northwest- 
ern Iowa, among the granger counties, the 
percentage of.gains held up close to those of 
the cities. The majority of repudis2ns 
charge the responsibility of defeat to prohibi- 
tion, and openly declare that they will advo- 
cate the adoption of higb license by the new 
legislature. This wilLgirritate the pro- 
hibitionists and i the third party 
advocates to marshal their forces and threaten 
the party from another quarter. Tu pursue 
their theory of prohibition further, will con- 
sign them to perpetual defeat. To repudiate 
itis to invite certain disaster from another 
quarter. Thus the republican party, after an 
uninterrupted rule of thirty-five years, finds 
itself defeated, disheartened and confronted 
with obstacles of so serious a nature that it is 
doubtful, indeed, ifit recovers in time to save 
the electoral vote of the state in ’92.

MAY GET THE LEGISLATURE. 

The Dubuque Herald (democratic) has re- 
turs.s from sixty-seven counties in the state. 
These give Boise a plurality of 13,090. The 
remaining thirty-two counties in 1887 gavea 
republican plurality of 11,298. On this basis 
Boise already has a plurality of 1,792 in the 
eighty-seven counties, so that all gains in the 
remaining thirty-two counties will simply add 
to his plurality. Ifthe same ratio of demo- 
cratic gains continue throughout the thirty- 
two counties, Bvise will have a plurality in the 
state of 8,000 to 10,000. It is now impossible 
to defeat him and his plurality is only a ques- 
tion of gains in the remaining one-third of the 
state. Sofarthereis nota county, with one 
or two exceptions, but whatshows a demo- 
cratic gain. In the counties so far heard from 
there is anaverage gainof 375to each. The 
majority of Boise runs up to more than 6,000, 
He is almost certain to take the balance of the 
ticket with him. Dubuque county in full 
gives 4,295 majority for Boise, and every man 
on the democratic local ticket is elected. 

Senator Allison is now badly frightened lest 
the legislature mav also be lost. 

The Dubuque Herald, democrat, has returns 
from one half of the counties in Iowa, and 
they figure up 12,500 majority for Boies, demo- 
cratic candidate for governor. The other 
counties will reduce this somewhat, so that it 
is probable that his majority will run 5,000 to 
8,600, 

Full returns from ninety-five counties, and 
the remaining four counties estimated the 
same as two years ago, show that Boies, dem- 
crat, has 5,995 plurality. Official returns will 
undoubtedly increase this majority to about 
7.000. The entire state ticket, lieutenant- 
governor, justice of the supreme court, super 
intendent of public instruction and railway 
commissioner, is elected. The republicans 
claim the legislature by cight majority on joint 
ballot, but the democrats do not concede more 
than three.

‘Picknway’’ rode down 
Vine street mounted on one of John Robinson’s 
camels. The animal was gayly attired and 
the turnout was followed by an immense mob 
of yelling men andboys. Accompanying him 
was awagon,in which an organ had been 
placed anda big fat saloon keeper grinding 
out some music.

CAMPBELL’S PLURALITY PILING UP. 

Cotumsus, Ohio, November 6; — The 
democratic state committee is 
the election of Campbeil by a_ plu- 
rality of from ten to fifteen thousand, and 
the rest of the ticket by pluralities ranging 
from four to eight thousand. These conc]: 
sions are reached from meagre returns, and 
mostly by estimates, but are believed to be re- 
liable within the range of the pluralities which 
are given.. The republican committee has 
nothing on which they can reliably dispute the 
figures, farther than they do not think the plu- 
rality of Campbell will reach over eight or ten 
thousand, and that the rest of the state ticket 
will not be elected by more than two or three 
thousand plurality. 

Both committees and chairmen seem to be 
agreed that the democrats will carry the legis- 
lature in both branches. It is not probable 
that the figures as agreed upon as to member- 
ship will be changed from that which has 
already been announced, though in some of 
the counties they do not have conclusive in- 
formation. From the best at hand, gathered 
from both headquarters, the house will stand 
&1 democrats and 53 republicans, and senate 
19 demotract aval? repyplicans,—Thie wonle: 
give the democrats a majority of 10 0n joint 
ballot. 

Complete returns from Cleveland and 
county give Foraker 20,403 votes and Camp- 
bell. 18,168. Foraker ran from 800 to 1,500 
votes behind his ticket. In fact he was cut by 
republicans in nearly every one of the one 
hundred precincts in this county. Eight repub- 
lican candidates for the general assembly 
were elected by ample pluralities an 
the results in this county, all things con- 
sidered, met the expectations of Governor 
Foraker’s friends. In northern Ohio the demo 
crats lost and gained votes in spots. In 
Summit county, of which the flourishing city 
of Akron is the capital, the republican loss was 
something like 1,100. Akron is a manufactur- 
ing city and the tariff was made more or less 
of an issue there. Late this evening the im- 
pression prevails here, and it is‘based on care- 
ful review of all returns now at hand, that the 
democrats have a majority of two in the house 
of representatives and possibly a majority 
of two in the senate. If this should 
_ to be the case, a democrat will succeed 

Ienry B. Payne in the setate of the United 
States. The senatorial election will occur in 
January, 1890. Ohio has been known as a re- 
publican state when all the republicans voted, 
yet it has never been represented at Washing~ 
ton by two republican senators. Senator Sher- 
man has always had a democratic colleague, 
and now Payne, who is a very old man, and 
who says that he will not be a candidate for 
re-election, will be followed by another demo- 
crat. 


CINCINNATI, November 6,—The footings of 
Hamllton county vote with seven precincts to 
hear from, gives the following results: Fora- 
ker 32,010, Campbell 39,653; Campbell’s pla- 
rality 7,643. Itis settled that the republican 
senator is elected—George A. Schneider. The 
detailed vote shows an almost unbroken falling 
off in Foraker’s vote from the rest of the ticket 
in all precincts. In Cincinnati he has a plu- 
rality in only eight of the thirty wards, and 
these range from ten to 527. Campbell's ward 
pluralities range from seventy to 1,159. In 
eight wards he has more than four hundred 
plurality for each. This morning re 
turns have been received from 
813 of 2,190 voting places outside 
of Cincinnati, showing the vote for 
Foraker 136.752, Campbell 131,516, Helwig 
6,764. The same in 1887 gave Foraker 134,100, 
Powell 119,899, Sharp 7,127. This shows a 
gain for Campbell of over nine tothe precinct, 
while this rate isa matter of chance, it still 
gives some data foran estimate. It has been 
almost constantly between six and nine, but 
even at the lowest would glve Campbell 
enongh to insure his election. 

The republicans find some consolation in the 
theory that the townships to hear from, being 
mainly rural ones, will not show so large a 
gain per precinct, but the ratio would have 
to be brought below five to the precinct to give 
Foraker a chance.

FITZHUGH LEE TALKS 


And Gives the Reasons for Virginia’s Tri- 
umph, 

RicuMonpD, Va., November 6.—To The Con- 
stitution: ‘‘The glorious democratic victory in 
Virginia yesterday,’’ said Governor Lee to 
TuE CONSTITUTION correspondent, who called 
on him at the executive mansion tonight, ‘‘is 
to be attributed to the fact first, that the 
white people of the state were aroused to the 
disasters which would result from Mahone’s 
triumph; the indifference of the negroes, who 
could not be induced to believe that Mahone 
was a real friend; the disaffection of many of 
the best class of the republicans; the interfer- 
ence of the powers at Washington with the 
local affairs of a sovereign state, and fhe pro- 
gress hence and the prosperity Virginia has 
enjoyed under democratic government.’, 

‘‘Mahone is said to have remarked,” said 
the governor, ‘‘that he could carry Virginia 
either way with $200,000. This is a gratuitous 
insult. For while there may be a small per- 
centage of purchasable white votes, the great 
rank and file of our white people are not 


purchasable. 
“The blocks of five business never can 


be worked to any extent in the rural districts 
of -Virginia. Asa rule the poorest men in the 
state, ploughing in the field with hardly a rag 
on their backs, could not be tempted with 
stacks of money. Mahone issurrounded by a 
lot of men who never tell him the truth. 
They flatter him by telling him of his great 
popularity, bat when he comes before the 
people for their votes, he finds out how un- 
popular he is.’** 
THE NEWS FROM OHIO. 

Next to Virginia, the eyes of the people of 
this city have been upon Qhio, and the en- 
couraging news received from there has been 
read with a great deal of interest. 
crowds have assembled about the bulletin 
boards, and Main street, around the news- 
paper offices, has been thronged all day with 
aneager and enthusiastic crowd. Up to 12 
o’clock tonight, returns have been received 
from eighty-three counties, indicating a demo 
cratic majority of over 30,000. ‘The democrats 
appear to have sixty-nine members 
of the Louse and 26 in the senate. Southamp- 
ton, Mahone’s native county, which is usually 
republican, gave a democratic majority of 500, 
and Mahone’s precinct in Petersburg also went 
against him by over 200. 

The democrats of Petersburg are jubilant 
over both the state and local victory, the petty 
boss having only carried one out of six wards.

GOVERNOR-ELECT M’KINNEY. 


The Man Who Has Put the Little Rascal 
i to Route. 

RicumonpD, Va., November 6.—To the Con- 
stitution: Governor-Elect McKinney was 
almost broken down when the canvass 
closed, but, after a day’s rest, he advises his 
friends here that he is much improved. He 
will probably be in Richmond in a few days. 

As soon as it became assured last night that 
McKinnéy was elected, Governor Lee sent 
him a characteristic telegram, to which the 
following response was received today: 

“I aecept your invitation to call to see you 
on January Ist next. You should be happier 
than I. Our victory is an approval by the peo- 
ple of your work, well done; and an expression 
of a hope that mine will be. McKinnzry.’’@ 

Out of one hundred counties in this state, 
seventy-nine have been heard from. Out of 
fourteen cities, returns have been received 
from nine. Every city and county showsa 
gain for McKinney over the vote of 1888. 
Thus far the democrats have elected seventy 
members to the house of delegates and twenty- 
nine to the senate. Comparison of the last 
legislature was, house sixty-three democrats, 
thirty-seven republicans; senate, twenty-six 
democrats, fourteen republicans. The latest 
estimate of the vote of the state gives McKin- 
ney 30,000 majority. 

Full returns from Rockbridge county give 
the démoeratic state ticket 560 tajority, a 
gain of 586 over the presidential vote of 1888. 
A democratic senator and two members of the 
general assembly are elected by 500 majority. 

Pittsylvania county gives McKinney 1,991 
majority exclusive of Danvilleand North Dan- 
ville, Halifax county 2,305, Franklin county 
1,050.

peor of South Boston, Halifax county, 
are stil] terribly excited over the attempted as- 
sassination of Hon. R. R. Noblin and others by 
negroes who fired upon the porte from ambush.

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MAHONE AND HIS

The Shooting of Harrison Taken Up in 


Court. 


PETERSBURG, Va., November 6.—Interest in 
the alleged Mahone shooting case has died 
away. The case will not come up until the 
meeting of the hustings court in January. 
Harrison, the man who was shot, is improving 
rapidly. 

The case against Mahone was heard and the 
following -evidence adduced: The first wit- 
ness sworn was Charles Romaine, son of a 
New Yorker, but for many years engaged in 
business here. He testified that he and friends 
started - Sycamore street and ‘went 
to a point opposite Mahone’s __resi- 
dence. There they fired off severai 

ieces of fireworks, and then either General 

ahone, Butler, his son, or ex-Policeman 
Berry discharged firearms into their midst. 
The general himself was plainly visible, as 
was also Berry and Butler, when the witness 
heard Harrison exclaim that he was shot. 
Then, in company with friends, he crossed the 
street to Mahone’s gate, when he was knocked 
down by Bérry, either by the latter’s fist or by 
a pistol which he was flourishing in his hand. 
is testimony was corroborated by that of 
other witnesses. 

The evidence of C. E. Burton, corroborated 
by Romaine, established the fact that Harrison 
was shot by some person in the front yard of 
Mahone’s house, and that the defendants acted 
upo the offensive. 

Cesar Lodelli distinct! 
fired from Mahone’s yard. 
with a gun in his bands. 

Myer Saal heard two or three shots fired. ‘‘I 
saw General Mahone with a double-barrel 
breech-loading gun in his hands. One of the 
gentlemen expressed to General Mahone sur- 
prise about his having the gun, and the gen- 
eral said: ‘Yes, this is my gun.’ ”’ 

Saal farther testified that Mahone said he 
would kill any one who entered his yard, at 
the same time ee hand on his et, 
and he would protect his property. gen- 
eral was standing near his gate and the shot 
was fired from that point.

EVIDENCE IN THE CRONIN MURDER 
TRIAL. 


KEY FOUND IN THE CARLSON COTTASE 


Unlocks the Blood-Statned Trunk Which 
Once Contained the Body of Cronin 
—Other News. . 


Curcaao, November 6.—In the Cronin trial 
today, Captain Francis Villiers, ex-chief of 
police of the town of Lakeview, was recalled, 
and with a chart of the streets around the 
Carlson cottage, and all over Lakeview and 
Edgewater, testified with great detail as to dis- 
tances, condition of the roads, etc. 

On cross-examination Mr. Forrest asked 
him: ‘Could a wagon drive along Fifty- 
ninth street to the lake all right—a wagon for 
example loaded with one trunk and three big 
men ?’’

At this point the state’s-attorney invited the 
witness to come down and inspect the inside uf 
the trunk, and the lid being lifted, its blood 
besmeared interior was once more exposed to 
the curious gaze.

The policeman who brought in the trunk 
delivered with it also a lock of hair, one end 
of which was clotted with blood. This ended 
the examination and the trunk was turned 
over to the witness’ successor, Captain Wing. 

The cross-examination did not shake the 
testimony of the chief. 

Herman Theel, a saloonkeeper, testified that 
early in the morning of May 5th, in company 
with two friends, he drove to Evanston avenue, 
Lakeview. They discovered a trunk, which 
had been broken open, lying ina ditch by the 
roadside. It contained cotton batting clotted 
with blood. He and his friends drew it out of 
the ditch and placed it on the edge of. the 
street. Witness identified the blood-stained 
trunk in the courtroom as the one which he

‘referred to. 


Herman Pause and Carl Knopf, who were 
with Theel when the trunk was discovered, 
corroborated witness’ testimony without add- 
ing any material points. 

The court then took a recess until 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 

At the opening of the afternoon session Job 
Phillips, one of the Lakeview policemen sent 
out to bring in the trunk after its discovery, 
was put on the stand, and told of the contents 
of the trunk as he found them on arriving 
at the place where it was lying in Evanston 
avenue. Witness identified the trunk in 
the courtroom as the one which he had assisted 
in removing from Evanston avenue to the 
lice station on that occasion. Witness also 
took from the catch basin in which Cronin’s 
body was found a lot of cotton batting, which 
he put into a pail. He here identified the pail 
and the muddy, bloody batting. 

On the 23d or 24th of May, witness went to 
O’Sullivan’s house to arrest him. While there, 
O'Sullivan, looking .toward the Carlson cot- 
tag , 8aw a number of poeple going into it and 
said: ‘‘What inthe hell are they going in 
there for—the d—n fools.”’ 

Captain F. H. Wing, of the Lakeview po- 
lice, who succeeded Captain Villiers, and whe 
accompanied Officer Phillips on the trip when 
the trunk was brought in, was the next wit- 
ness. He told the story substantially as it was 
told by Phillips. He also testified to receiving 
a key trom another policeman which fitted. the 
lock of the trunk. On one end of it was some 
yellowish paint. The relevancy of this yet to 
be shown is that it isthe key found in the 
Carison cottage, and that the paint on it is the 
same as the paint on the cottage floor. 

Police Officer George Hiott testified that on 
the day following the discovery of Dr. Cro- 
nin’s body he and Oflicer Lorch made a eare- 
ful search of the Carlson cottage. He identi- 
fied the paint smeared key as the one found 
by himself and Lorch in the cottage and added 
that he subsequently saw Captain Schuettler,:

A Lady's Petition to Council Against a Rail- 
road's Obstructions, Ect. 

Macon, Ga., November 6.—[Special.]—The 
city coun cil has a very interesting question to 
tackle. Last night Mrs. Mary Harvey presented 
a petition to the mayor and council protesting 
against the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad obstructing an alley that runs from 
Fifth street to her store on Fourth 
street, between Pine and Plum streets. 
She claims that the obstruction is de- 
trimental to her business. The Georgia South- 
ern claims it hasa perfect right to build its 
tracks and depots across the alley, as the same 
has been deeded to it by the mayor and coun- 
cil of the city of Macon, and by act of the 
Georgia legislature, the road can condemn any 
gtreet or alley in the city of 
Macon, provided, the cofsent of the mayor 
and council is first obtained. Last night the 
members Of the council said they had no rec- 
ollection that the council had ever given tho 
deed and granted the road the right to close up 
the alley. The road saysthe deed and right 
was given on April 16th last. The matter has 
been referred to the street committee and the 
city attorney. The case may go to the supreme 
court before the matter is decided.

If there were no better source from which to get 
water, this cre -k could be made available and fur 
nish a tair:y satisfactory supply, up to perhaps 10,- 
000,000 gallons per day. 

Long Island creek has als> been suggested, but it 
has a watershed of only 6.9 square miles, and 
could only be used in connectien with Nance’s 
creek.

Finally the Chattahoochee’ river offers

The water of South river is very muddy, but a 
good quality is secured by filtering uhroug: twelve 
Hiyatt filters, having a capacity of from 3,000,000 to 
4,000,000 gallons per day. The clear water basin 
has a capaciiy of abont 800,000 gallons. 

The pumping machinery is of the Holly quadru- 
plex pa'tern, and consists of one 2,000,000 and one 
4,000,000 gallon engine, or a total daily capacity of 
6,000.000 gallons. Six tubniar boilers supply the 
eng ibes with power. 

The total quantity of water pumped from the 
South river during 1888 was 629,000,000 gallons, and 
of this amount about 225,000,000 gallons were used 
for domestic purposes, avd the remainder, or 
bout 404.000,000 rallons for fires, street sprinkling, 
flushing sewers, municipal buildings, ete. 

The entire domestic supply is metered and 
charged for at the uniform rate of 17 cents per thou- 
sand callons, 

Aitthe gauge in the water office (Eley. 1950) the 
ordinary pressure is about 40 pounds per square 
inch, and the fire pressure 120 pounds per square 
inch, At the pump (Elev. 870) there are pressures 
of 140 and 220 pounds respectively. 

About one-sixticth of the city’s water supply, 
(10,567,780 callons in 1888) is pumped from an ar- 
tesian well, 600 feet from the center ofthe city. It 
was bored 2,011 feet. and is supplied by four veins, 
102,225,450, and 1,160 teet below tne surface. It is 
said to be plugzed 90 feet below the deepest vein, 
which is supposed to furnish 90 per cent of the en- 
tire flow. (Report of Board of Health, 188, p. 21.) 

The yopulation of Atlanta is at present estimated 
at seventy thousand and present water supply is be- 
ae ee forthe demands. The city is 
growing rapidly and her manufacturing interests 
are increasing in the same ratio. In looking about 
for the best way of sunplrirg the city in the future, 
you have, therefore, instructed me to takea broad 
view of the question, and while considering the eco- 
nomical side to look, if practicable. toward sup- 
plyinga city of at least two hundred thousand peo~ 
ple and having aconsumption of twenty million 
gallons perday. You stated further that inasmuch 
as the people at present fare stip- 
plied with clear and otherwise 
very good wat r, ad as the quality ofthe water is 
of the g eatest iin portance to their health and eom-

~ ‘Phese analyses show a waiter of considerable pu- 
rity as far as any immediate sewage c -ntamination 
is concerned, which fact is indicated by very small 
amounts of albuminoid and free ammonia. But 
they show a very liberal, and more particularly a 
varying quantity of sodium chloride (common salt), 
which on the other hand strongly suggests the pos-~ 
sibility of previous contamination. This suspicion 
is further lustified by an increasing quantity of the 
salt during the last two years, and by its decrease 
after exhaustive pumping. (Report of the board of 
health for 1888, p. 22)@Were the salt derived from 
some mineral source we would infer that its quan- 
tity would be more nearly constant. 

Not only the quality, but also the quantity of wa- 
ter which could be oblained by an extension of the 
artesian wells is shrouded in some doubt, and no 
guarantee could be offered inthis direction. As 

here are other sources from which the city can 

obtain water of sufficient purity, and of known 
quantsty, the artesian supply was not further in- 
vestigated. 

Springs of sufficient capacity are not found in 
your neighborhood, and surface water therefore be- 
comes the only other available source. 

The peculiar and highly sanitary location of your 
city, lying immediately on the divide between the

Cikmieaty,the water isabout equal to that of 
Nanc@s creer. tt” ordipary observer the water 
of the latter might perhaps appeat-preferabie to that 
of the rfver. Itisa fact, however, whidtr4+s yecom- 
ing moregnd more recognized, that the water from 
a large riftgrison the average better than that of 
the creeks Which drain into it fsom the same class 
of territory, particularly if this is extensively 
wooded, as insyour case. The creeks contain large 
quantities of caying vegetable matterin an un- 
oxidized form, while the large rivers, from the 
abundant areation given to tne water, have had an 
opportunity of ridging themselves of such matter. 

An accidental pottution becomes wore serious in 
a creek than in ariver where the degree of diiution 
and chances of self-purification are greater. The 
Wolf river water, furnishing the former supply at 
Memphis, Tenn., is muth inferior to the Mississippi 
river water. The Kaw nyer, until recently supply- 
ing Kansas City with water, is inferior to the Mis- 
souri, into which it dischafges. Many other similar 
instances could be cited. 

In judging of the quality of water, chemical 
analyses are valuable as far as they 
go. To be reliuble guides, however, for 
the selection ofa water supply, a larze number 
should be made and samples taken from all parts 
of the cross-section of the stream, and this at d ff>r- 
ent seasons. But even then tiey should not ex- 
clude the co.sideration of other facts, such as the 
exposure of the water to contaminajiou from ins 
habited districts, 

Through several affluent streams, the Chatta- 
hoochee river drains a few mills, a few villages and 
the town of Marietta. This dra:nege, however, is 
indirect, and its quantity ia so insignificant in pro- 

ortion even to the minimum flow of the river that 
t is not an objectionable feature, owing to the 
natural purification in so large astream. Toguard 
against any future increase of sewage pollutiou a 
state law can be enacted to require a prior artificial 
purification of all waste water as done iu otter 
states and the older countries of Europe. 

The muddiness of the water of the Chattahoochee 
river Calls forits constant filtration if used forse 
pubiie supply. But it should be mentioned that 
oth: rwise the suspension of loam and clay is am ad- 
Vantage, because to a certain degree it assists in 
purifying the water of its organic matter, 

In view ot the above facts, itis my opinion that, 
as regards quality, eitber Nance’s creek or Chatta- 
hoochee river wouid furnish satisfactory waies, but 
that the latter, as the larger stream, would give the 
more palatable water, and be less subject to dan- 
gerous pollution. 

The investization was therefore confined to the 
consideration of getting a future supply from these 
two sources, 

The appended map shows the territory between 
the city limits and these proposed sources. It aiso 
shows the lines surveyed for the mains which 
would bring the water to the city.

It will be seen, first, that the differene between 
the level of Nance’s creek and Chatiaho. chee river 
is only six feet at times of low water, and there is 
practicaliy no diffcrence at high water; secondly, 
thatthe Chattahoochee river is 110 feet lower than 
the present pumps; and thirdly, that irrespective of 
the head required to deliver the water in the city, a 
distance of 64% miles, and irrespective of the herd 
necessary for filtration, the total lift at the river to 
provide the ordinary domestic pressure will te 382 
feet, and the necessary fire pressure 40 feet. 

Ailowing 70 feetasan additional head for filters 
and friction in mains (sce below) it would be nec 
essary to actually pump the water 452 feet at ordi- 
nary times and 460 feet during fires, 

The great lift at the proposed works will regnire 
the use of very heavy pumping machinery and ot 
heayy pipe forthe supply mains, I have,4there- 
fore, considered the feasibiliiy of having @double 
lift. A clear water reseryoir containing several 
days’ supply, could be builtina natural ravine at 
the head of Woodall’s creek, near Vas Winkle’s 
shops, 210 feet above the river,and fecewe the water 
pumped from Nance’s creek Or the river 
after passing through the “filters. The 
clear water would then be pumped a sec- 
ond time by another set of engines directly into the 
city mains, 

In the case ofa single lift from the river or Nan- 
eceys creek, the water might be pumped directly 
through the filters into the ofty mains, or first fil- 
tered and stored in a cleaf water basin situated 
near the river, and containjmg about one day's sup- 
ply; in eithercase requirigg but one pumping sta- 
tion and one set of aitenfants. But I cannot rec« 
ommend to youto pump into the meins directly 
through the filters wighout a clear water basin. 
The necessity of speeding the pumps during fires, 1nd 
the unequal consumpfion of water during the day, 
would require very igregular duty from the filters, 
and it might be nec@éssary during fires te take unfil- 
tered water into thé mains, causing the supply to be 
turbid fer days th@reafiter. 

Two schemes Wave been therefore estimated upon 
—one requiring® single lift to the city with a clear 
water basin ne@rthe source; the other requiring 
te separate Mfts with a clear water basin between 
them, , 

ln order (@ determine further details of the pro- 
jects, the fgllowing points required consideration: 

While t8e works should be planned with the 
timately supplying the city with 20,000,006 
gallon ally, it is not n to invest money at 
once so large @ plant, but only for one which is 
suffticgént for a period in which the cost with inter- 
est will double itself, or for about fitteen years. In 
othér w@as, it is not economical tolay pipes and 
build engines, reservoirs, etc., which will not come 

to use until more that fifteen years have elapsed.

to the last report of the commissioners, only about 
2,028 taps had been made, and the amount of water 
used was but 1,718,391 gallons per day. It should 
be assumed, however, thatin fitteen years nearly 
the entire population will use the public supply 
and that, allowing for a liberal growth of the clty, 
water would then be furnished to probably 150,000 
persons. 

If we suppose that the entire supply will be 
metered as it is at present, we may further assume 
that an average consumption in fifteen years and 
for which immediate provision should be made, 
will, therefore, be 10,500,000 gallons pet day or 
about six times the present supply, and upon this 
basis estimates of cost have becn made. 

A furtver point is the diameter of the pumping 
niains required for the different projects, To fur. 
nish 10,500,000 gallons per day through a pipe thirty 
inches in diameter requires the water in the same 
to have a velocity of 3,35 ieet per second and a 
head of 11-2 feet per 1,000. By 
increasing .the velocity to 65  icet per 
second, which can be done by an Increase of 
pumping, a thirtyinch main can be made to fur- 
nish 20,000,000 gailons per day, but the friction head 
will be increased to four anda half feet thou-~ 
sand. I would therefore recommend this diameter. 
A thirty-six inch main would ulre a somewhat 
less lift for the pump, but not sufficient to warrant 
the increased outlay for the large pipe at the present 


time. 

If the entire lift is accomplished by one pumping 
it would be highly desirable and almost a necessity 
to have two maius to the city limits, as otherwise in 
case of accident the city would be entirely out of 
water until repairs had been made. 

If an intermediate reservoir is built, containing 
several days’ supply, & single pipe would answer for 
the pumping main up to such reservoir. But from 
it to the city there should be two mains to guard 
against failure of the supply through accidents, 

It wfll readily be seen that the foregoing consider. 
ations apply equally to the projects of taking water 
from Nancey’s creekfor from the Chattahoochee 


river. 

The lift of the pumps, the cost of the pipe line, of 
the filter basins, of the reservoir and pumping plant 
is in each case about thesame. No preference can 
be given to either on account of any of these fea- 


tures.

water were used at once, the river being the only 
available source ef any magnitude for supplement 
ing the Nance’s creek supply in the future. 

The cost of maintenance at Nance’s creek would 
be slightly more expensive, owing to the fact that 
the distance the coal would have to be hauled from 
the railroad is twice as great as in the other 
scheme. 

If storage reservoirs were built the water might 
be built by gravity, as is done at the present wor 1 
ihps saving as’ texpense in pumping. It woul 
aiso be practicable in the case of the Nance creek 
water to economize in the daily cost of filtering, be- 
cause this water is usually less turbid than that of 
the river; but any advantage in this respect is fully 
offset by the fact, as mentioned before, that the 
water from a smali creek is more liable to danger- 
ous pollution than that of a large stream, and this 
eg cannot be removed by artificial filtration. 

be former is also more liable to deteriorate when 
stored for several months during the hot weather of 
summer. 

For these reasons, both economical and san!tary, 
I consider the river unquestionably the better 
source from which to obtain your future supply, 
and thorefore, in the following it alone has been 
considered. 

The existence of rapids or shoals (Howell’s) in the 
Chattanoochee river, about 8,00 feet above the 
mouth of Peachtree creek, suggested the possibility 
of utilizing the water power to pump the required 
supply through filters into a clear water in, 
(Reservoir A on the map), and thenceto pump it 
by steam into the inains of the city. 

The available fall of -water power at Howell's 
shoals is about five feet. The drainage area of the 
river is about 930 square miles. No gaugings of the 
smallest dry weather flow are at hand, but assum- 
ing a figure which applies to similar streams, name- 
ly. 0.2 eubie feet per second oe square mile, we 
may conclude that it can resch a quantity as low 
as 1386 cubic feet per second, or 11,100 cubic feet per 
minute. With a fall of five feet, the available min- 
imum power at Howell’s shoals may be less than 
seventy-five net horse power. 

With the best turbine wheels, this power during 
low flows would not deliter into the filter busin 
over 7,500,000 gallons per day. 

The total ¢7 of establisbing a pumping station at 
wifTS point, 1ucluding the dam, builaimgs; Vi Bees, 
pumps and pumping mains, would be not less than 
$110,000, 

Thus it will be seen that the minimum flow of the 
river neither supplies enough water for pumping 
the required supply, nor warrants the excessive cost 
of the water power plant. The utilization of this 
power has therefore not been further considered. 

After having thus eliminated certain projects or 
parts thereof, we are reduced to the consideration of 
two ways, mentioned above, of supplying the city 
in the future with water from the Chattahoochee 
river. They are now described more fully. 

(A.) CLEAR WATER BASIN NRAR THE LEVEL 
OF THE RIVER, AND A SINGLE HIGH LIFT 
TO THE CITY. 

In thisscheme there would be a single pumping 
station, near the river, at the mouth of Peaciitree 
creck. It would contain two sets of machinery, 
one to raise the water from the river, pass it through 
the filters, and thence into a clear water basin, 
marked “Reservoir A’ on the plan; the other set 
would pump the water from the basin direct into 
the cily mains.

THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


WAS PASSED WITH THE MILLEDGE- 
VILLE AMENDMENT, 


Several Discuesions in the Senate and a 
Large Namber of Bills Passed—Milledge- 
ville Gets the Girls’ Industrial School. 


The senate did another big day’s work yester 
day, passing a large number of bills, besides 
discussing several of them thoroughly. 

The Girls Industrial school bill passed with 
a bare constitutional majority. The Milledge- 
ville amendment put on by the committee 
lost the bill five or six votes. 

The Industrial school bill came up as the 
special order at 11 o’clock, with the finance 
committee’s amendment, reducing the appro- 

riation from $75,000 to $35,000, and putting 

n lieu of the $40,000 withdrawn the old ex- 
ecutive mansion in Milledgeville. 

Tbe committee amendment was adopted, 
and Senator McCarty offered one providing 
that the offer of twenty-five acres and a suita- 
ble building by the mayor and council of 
Gainesville be accepted. 

Senator S. R. Harris, of the wiregrass reg- 
ion, asked if Milledgeville was not geographi- 
cally the center of Georgia. 

Senator McCarthy said that Milledgeville 
and that congressional district now get one- 
fifth of all the revennes ofthe state. The lu- 
natic asylum, to which $200,000 a year is ap- 

ropriated, and the asylum for the biind, are 

both in that district, It would take a large 
appropriation, he said, to put the old executive 
mansion at Milledgeville in condition for the 
use as ar industrial school. The buildings 
were not designed for a schgel and-were de- 
clared by the siate-to be unfit even for the 
DU"jose tney Were designed for. 
’ When he made the point that peo- 
ple of north Georgia would not 
send their girls to Milledgeville 
because they believed south Georgia was un- 
healthy, he rubbed Senator Harris the wrong 
way,and the gentleman from the wiregrass 
was up in arms in a moment, and almost every 
moment from that time until tue health dis- 
cussion ended. 

Senator Strother demanded of Senator Mc- 
Carty his statistics to prove that south Geor- 
gia was unhealthy. 

Senator McCarty said hoe had no statistics, 
but that was the sense of north Georgia. 

Senator Harris proposed to pit the senators 
from the wiregrass against the world for their 
physique. 

“if the ladies’ health is to be judged by 
that of senators, [ propose that we separate 
those from southern Georgia and compare 
them with those of the northern part of the 
state.” 

Ashe said this he looked triumphantly 
toward Treasurer Hardeman, who had given 
the building a seismic shock as he walked in 
with his 250 pounds of south Georgia bone and 
muscle. 

Senator McCarty deelined to go into a com- 
arison of physiques, but insisted that the 

health of south Georgia had been questioned. 

Senator Strother observed that if any man 
had ever died in Milledgeville never heard 
of it. 

Senator Harris then desired to ask Senator 
McCarty if he was a married man. 

The senator declined to answer the question 
on the ground that it was not germain to the 
question. 

He said if the state wanted to utilize its own 
roperty it could find good buildings in the 
tock college at Athens, but the legislature iu 

locating the experimental station had gone by 
the state’s property for the sake of location. 
and it would not be consistent to take any 
other course now. 

Senator Harris then rose in defense of the 
wiregrass girls. He said they would compare 
favorably with those of north Georgia, and he 
wanted to know if Senator McCarty asserted 
that the monntain girls were any better. 

Senator McCarty was not so rash, but he 
maintained as before, that north Georgia was 
more healthy than south Georgia, and said 
distinguished men. like Congressman Turner, 
spent their summers at Gower Springs, near 
Gainesville, 

Senator Whitfield said those gentlemen gen- 
erally went to the springs for pleasure rather 
than for health. The citizens of north Georgia, 
he said, have sometimes of necessity to seek 
the palmy breezes of the pine regions of south 
Georgia in winter. 

Out of nearly 5,000 stud:rts in the Milledge- 
ville schools since 1880 there have been only 
five deaths, and he doubted whether Gaines-— 
ville could show as good a record. 

The old executive mansion, he said, was 
built at a cost of $40,000, and was ail that 
architectural skill pould make it. {ft was in 
good repair, with not a broken pane and not a 
rotten shingle, and was admirably suited to 
the purposes of the girls’ industrial school. 

Milledgeville, he said, was more central than 
Gainesville, and had two railroads on which 
persons could come and go night and day. Ho 
said the state had located the lunatic asylum 
there, not for the benefit of Milledgeville, but 
to have it near the then seat of government. 

Senator Bartlett supported the bill briefly, 
calling attention to the fact that there had re- 
centiy been appropriated $10,000 for the 
Dahlonega college im an adjoining county ond 
inffthe same congressional district with 
Gainesville. 

Senator McCarty insisted that the old exec- 
utive mansion was not in condition for use by 
the industrial school and would require a large 
appropriation to fit it up. 

Senator Bartlett said he was authorized to 
deny that statement, and to say that with lit 
tle or no expense the buildings were ready for 
occupation by the girls’ school. 

The McCarty amendment wrs lost and the 
bill with the committee amendment passed by 
a vote of 23 to 11, 

Inebriates to be Discharged from the 
Asylum. 

Dr. Feiton’s resolution, directing the trus- 
tees of the lunatic asylum to discharge inebri- 
ates from the asylum, came up, and Senator 
Gibson offered an amendment providing that 
the resolution should not apply to inebriates 
now subject to recurrent insanity. 

Senator Strother moved to disagree to the 
report of the cominittee, urging that the ine- 
briates would overrun the asylum and become 
a great burden to the state. 

Senator Lyle asked if the senator wanted 
this bill for his own protection. 

Senator Strother said no; he wanted every 
tub to stand on its own bottom. 

Senator Whitfield said the medical staff of 
the asylum urged the adoption of the measure, 
because inebriates were not a proper ciass 
of subjects to be there. They were there 
at the state’s expense and encumbered the 
institntion, taking up room needed for patients 
of unsound mind. They were sober while 
there, and were discharged in three months. 
Then they got on another big drunk and were 
recommitted under the same circumstances. 

Their infivenceis bad. They get liquor by 
the ingenuity of thirst, get drunk and raise 
cain in the asylum. A right royal time they 
have. They demoralize the other patients 
and sometimes throw them into convulsions. 

Senator Hall called the attention of Senator 
Strother to the fact that he had spoken in fa- 
vor of the object of the rasolution, but was 
voting against it and urging its defeat.

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AGREED TO DISAGREE 


ANEW W.AND A. CONFERENCE COM- 
MITTEE TO BE APPOINTED. 


The State Bank Examiner Bill Passes the 
House—The Blue Sunday Law Killed— 
Legislative New. 


Agreed tc disagree. 

That was the verdict of the Western and 
Atlantic conference committee yesterday 
afternoon. 

Neither committee has made a formal re- 
port, but both will do so this morning. 

Each will! ask for the appointment of a new 
committee, and as a matter of course this 
recommendation will be carried out, and at 


nce. 
‘ The disagreement is not taken to mean a 
deadlock, or a material prolongation of the 
session. 
It is generally believed, on the other hand, 
that the new committees will reach a com- 
promise at once, and submit their reports this 
afternoon or tomorrow forenoon, 

Adjournment is now looked for Saturday. 


The House Committee's Side. 


A leading member of the house conference 
committee stated their efforts at reconciliation 
as follows: 

“The conference committee appointed to 
settle the differences between the two houses 
on the lease of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road have failed to agree on the leading and 
most important issne between the two houses 
namely, the time at which the road was to be 
leased. 

‘The original house bill fixed the 5th of De- 
cember, 1889. It went to the senate and in 
the substitute which the senate adopted in lieu 
of the house bill, the 27th of October, 1890, was 
fixed as the day when bide were to be opencd 
and the lease awarded to the successful bidder. 

“When it came back the house refused to 
agree to this amendment, and fixed the 15th 
of February, 1890, astho day on which the 
bids were to be opened. This was the most 
important and leading issue that the confer- 
ence committee had to settle—the time when 
the road was to be leased. 

“Afterafulland free discussion for two 
days, neither committee yielded anything 
whatever, but adhering firmly to the position 
of their respective houses, without the least 
prospect of reconciliation and thereby of a 
speedy adjournment of the legisJature, the 
conference committee, on the part of the 
house, in a spirit of conciliation and with but 
the one purpose of harmonizing the differences 
between the two houses, proposed to the sen- 
ate committee that they were willing 
to strike out the 15th of Febru- 
ary, 1890, and fix the 15th of June, 1890, 
as the day when the bids were to be opened 
and the lease awarded. This concession of 
four months on the part of the house simply 
requires of the senate the concession of an 
equal time on their part to have brought about 
harmony|between the two houses, which would 
have perfected the lease bill and enabled the 
two houses to adjourn within a few hours. 
But thesenate positively refused to yield to 
this most reasonable concession on the part of 
the house. The senate committee did finally 
consent to yield thirty days from the time 
they had appointed—that is, instead of the 

7th of October, 1890, the day 
they had fixed upon for the opening of bids, 
they would consent to fix it on the 27th 
of September, 1890, which would necessarily, 
in the opinion of the members of the commit- 
tee and of a great many members of the house, 
dump the whole question of lease or sale, of 
betterments and all the questions connected 
with the disposition of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad into the political campaign of 
summer; and in all probability, as is believed 
by many members of the house, would have 
thrown the road back upon the hands of the 
state and possibly have resulted in some dis- 
position of the road contrary to the wishes of 
the people of Georgia.’’ 

The Senate Committee’s Side. 

Senator Harris, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on conference, said when asked about 
the disagreement: 

“The committee of the senate accord ali 
proper motives to the house committee. It is 
a pure difference of judgment on the part of 
the two committees, each feeling that it is 
right and its time best for the interests of the 
state. The senate has proposed to meet and 
obviate the difticulty suggested, throwing this 
question into the next campaign, by fixing a 
time for the closing of the lease contract before 
the meeting of the legislature and before the 
election occurs. 

“The reason for the faith that is in us is 
found in the business axiom that property soon 
to be reduced to possession, say in sixty or 
ninety days, will bring more money to the 
lessor than property which will not be de. 
livered for a longer period, say, in six or ten 
months. 

“In this case this reason is emphasized by 
the fact that in the interval between the date 
of letting the contract and the date of deliver- 
ing the property, the present lessees will have 
a much longer time, if the house position is 
adopted, in which to execute their threats, of 
depleting and dismantling the property and no 
other bidder than the prerent lessees will know 
whatthey are going to get. In other words, all 
other parties will be bidding for a“apigina 
poke.* 

“And if the state guarantees the condition 
of the property to be delivered, then it is ap- 
parant that through a long time, six or ten 
mouths, the state will be running an unneses- 
Bary risk of having to sustain its guarantee at 
heavy cost or be involved at the very begin- 
ning oi the new lease with a lawsuit with her 
hew tenant. 

“IT must decline to violate the recognized 
rules of deliberate bodies by disclosing what 
occurred inthe committee room. I only give 
one or two reasons for our position.”’ 

The Bank Examiner Bill. 


The bill by Senator Johuson, of Columbus, 
providing for a state bank examiner, was 
passed yesterday. The bill places the duties 
of the office upon the treasurer of the state 
and provides a salary of $1,200 with traveling 
expenses, to be paid by the state banks in pro- 

ortion to their capilal stock. The examiner 
is required to visit each bank twice a year,and 
he may visit them whenever it is thought the 
public interests requires it. He willinvestigate 
the condition of the bank, ascertaining such 
facts as they are required by the present law 
to report to the governor. Whenever the gov- 
ernor sees proper he may publish any report of 
the examiner which he thinks of public inter 
est. 

The Macon and Birmingham. 


The bill to amend the Maeon and Birming- 
ham charter so as to free the road from its ob- 
ligation to go through the town of Greenville, 
in Meriwether county, came up yesterday in 
the house as a reconsidered bill. 

This isthe bill in which a mistake was 
pointed cutin the count, andeven after the 
facts were known a technical argument had as 
to whether the vote was 87 or 88 votes. The 
whole thing was finally ended by placing the 
bill on its original footing, by common consent, 
as though it had never been voted upon. 

Yesterday was the final struggle. 

Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, spoke earnestly 
against the bill. 

Mr. Hardeman, of Bibb, spoke for the bill. 

Mr. Patterson, of Bibb, the author of the 
bill, made a strong speech for the bill. Tho 
vote was 91 to 41. The bill passed, and was 
ordered immediately transmitted to the senate, 

The Preacher’s Sunday Law. 

The blue Sunday law, by Mr. McDonald, of 
Ware, was lost yesterday in the house.

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THE CONSTITUTIONAL COMMITTEE 


BEGIN WORK TODAY, 


Spread of the Order—Many Delegates From 
Foreign Lands May Be Present Next 
Tuesday. 


The constitutional committee of the Knights 
of Labor will meet today at the Kimball 
house and commence the work of preparing 
their report to the national convention, which 
will be held in Atlantaonthe 12th of No- 
vember. 

The committee is composed of John Devlin 
of Detroit, chairman, Richard Griffiths of 
Illinois, H. A. Beckmire of New Jersey, 
George A. Cambuck of Pennsylvania and 
Joseph W. Clymer of Pennsylvania. They 
are appointed by the general master workman 
and their duties require them to consider all 
the propositions made by the several assem - 
blies to amend the constitution and report on 
them at the annual meeting. Their report is 
voted on and whatever pleases the majority 
becomes part of the constitution. 

Owing to the absence of their chairman, 
who arrived late last night, the committee did 
not begin their actual labors yesterday, each 
member, however, has a certain part of the 
business to look after, and the time which was 
passed in waiting for Mr. Devlin’s arrival was 
not wasted. 

Mr. Griffiths said last night that it would be 
impossible to state what particular subjects the 
convention would consider, or how many dele- 
gates would be present. Last year at Indian- 
apolis, where the annual meeting was held,there 
were 750 representatives from this country and 
one from Belgium. Since that time the order 
has increased greatly in size, especially in Eu- 
rope. 

The Knights of Labor are divided into local 
assemblies, district assemblies, state assemblies 
and national trade district’ assemblies, all of 
which are under the supervision of the general 
assembly. Each assembly is allowed a delegate 
to the annual convention for every 3,000 mem- 
bers and an additional delegate for every 1,000 
in excess of that number. 

The window glass workers, Mr. Griffiths 
said, were the hest organized trade of any. 
They are bound together all over the world. 
In Belgium, particularly is it so, and hardly a 
window glass maker can be found who does 
not belong to the Knights of Labor. Special 
attention has been paid during the past year 
to the organization of labor in foreign coun- 
tries, and during that time fifty local assem- 
blies have been formed in England, fifteen mm 
Scotland and a number in Ireland. Four 
months ago the first district assembly was 
formed in France. Three have boen formed 
in Italy during the past month, and even 
Australia has wheeled into line, and the 
Knights of Labor are rapidly gaining in 
strength and influence at the antipodes. 

How many of these foreign countries will be 
represented in Atlanta on the 12th can not be 
told until the convention meets. Last year 
the Belgian glass blowers were the only for- 
eigners represented. Owing, however, to the 
rapid spread of the order in Europe, it is fair to 
suppose that several] others will be present this 
year. 

Master Workman Powderly will preside 
over the convention, and the executive board 
and the co-operative board will both be pres- 
ent. All the meetings will be secret. A press 
committee, however, will be appointed to give 
such information to the press as the conven- 
tion wish to have made public. 

The Knights of Honor hall haa been secured 
for the meeting place, but if it should happen 
again, as it did last year, that the hall is too 
small, the convention will adjourn toa larger
